the bridge spanning the opening defined by the bottom wall with the 
first and second ends of th( i bridge disposed on opposite sides of the opening 
defined by the bottom wall; 

at least a first arm disposed on the bridge; the first arm being adapted 
to engage the item of recorded media; 

a push button dispo >ed on the bridge; the push button being spaced 
from the first arm; 

the bridge being ad apted to be pressed downwardly toward the 
opening defined by the bo tom wall to release the arm from the item of 
recorded media; 

the first and seconc ends of the bridge being parallel with the bottom 
wall; and 

the first and second ends of the bridge having edges and end portions; 
the edges of the first and second ends of the retaining device being spaced 
from the bottom wall by s ots. 

5. (Once amended) The storage container of claim 4, wherein a second arm 
is connected to the bridg^; each of the arms being adapted to engage the 
item of recorded media.
